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WILLIAM  METCALF  NAMED  CHIEF  CURATOR 


On  March  1,  William  Metcalf  sue 
ceeded  Margaret  Thompson  as  the 
Society’s  Chief  Curator.  He  will  be  in 
charge  of  a  curatorial  staff  of  seven  and 
will  be  responsible  for  all  matters  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  numismatic  holdings. 

Mr.  Metcalf  anticipates  no  major 
changes  in  the  day-to-day  operation  of 
the  museum.  “I  merely  hope  we  can 
maintain  high  scholarly  standards  and 
the  tradition  of  accessibility  and  public 
service  which  were  so  firmly  established 
under  George  Miles  and  Margaret 
Thompson,”  he  said,  referring  to  his 
two  immediate  predecessors,  “and  1  am 
glad  that  I  will  be  able  to  call  upon 
Margaret  for  advice  and  support.  Miss 
Thompson  has  been  named  Chief  Cura¬ 
tor  Emeritus. 

Mr.  Metcalf,  31,  is  a  native  of  Grand 
Rapids,  Michigan,  and  was  educated  at 
the  University  of  Michigan,  from  which 


he  holds  A.B.,  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degrees. 
It  was  there  that  he  was  introduced  to 
the  study  of  numismatics  by  Theodore 
V.  Buttiey,  Professor  of  Classical  Stud¬ 
ies  and  a  member  of  the  Society  s 
Council,  who  conducted  a  seminar  on 
Roman  coinage  in  the  spring  of  1971. 
Subsequently  Mr.  Metcalf  attended  the 
1971  Graduate  Seminar  at  the  Society, 
where  he  began  w'ork  on  the  cistophoric 
coinage  of  Hadrian.  Two  years  later  this 
culminated  in  his  doctoral  dissertation, 
a  revised  version  of  which  will  appear 
later  this  year  as  Numismatic  Studies 
15. 

Roman  Specialist 

Mr.  Metcalf  joined  the  Society’s  staff 
in  June  1973,  as  Assistant  Curator  of 
Roman  and  Byzantine  Coins.  Since  then

1979  GRADUATE  SEMINAR 
STUDENTS  CHOSEN 

The  Society  has  awarded  twelve 
grants-in-aid  for  attendance  at  the 
twenty-seventh  Graduate  Seminar  in 
Numismatics  to  be  held  at  its  museum 
in  New  York  from  June  12  to  August  11, 
1979. 

The  unifying  theme  of  the  seminar  is 
the  importance  of  numismatics  as  a  re¬ 
search  tool  in  history,  art  history,  ar¬ 
chaeology  and  other  broad  fields  of 
study.  The  program  includes  back¬ 
ground  reading  in  all  areas  of  numis¬ 
matics,  twenty-four  conferences  con¬ 
ducted  by  specialists  in  various  fields, 
and  preparation  by  each  student  on  a 
topic  of  his  own  selection.  The  confer¬ 
ences  will  be  chiefly  concerned  with 
specific  problems  in  ancient  and  medi¬ 
aeval  history  and  art,  toward  the 
solution  of  which  numismatic  evidence 
mades  a  definite  contribution. 

Winners  of  the  twelve  grants-in-aid 
are:  Sheila  S.  Blair,  Harvard  University, 
a  doctoral  candidate  specializing  in 
llkhanid  epigraphy  who  has  taught  and 
excavated  in  Iran;  Alan  S.  Divack, 
Columbia  University,  a  first-year  gradu¬ 
ate  student  with  B.A.  in  mediaeval  and 
early  modern  history  from  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Chicago;  John  J.  Dobbins,  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Virginia,  who  has  a  Ph.D.  in  clas¬ 
sical  archaeology  from  the  University  of 
Michigan  and  has  excavation  experi¬ 
ence  and  is  now  Assistant  Professor  at 
the  University  of  Virginia. 

Also,  Arthur  Herman,  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  a  first-year  graduate  student 
with  a  B.A.  from  the  University  of  Min¬ 
nesota  who  is  interested  in  early  modern 
France;  Patricia  N.  Langer,  University 
of  Virginia,  who  has  a  B.A.  from  UCLA, 
has  completed  three  years  of  graduate 
work  at  Virginia  and  specializes  in  Ro¬ 
man  administration  in  the  Greek  East; 
Mark  D.  McLean,  Harvard  University,  a 
third-year,  Ph.D.  candidate  in  Near 
Eastern  Languages  and  Civilizations 
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who  holds  a  Master  of  Theological 
Studies  degree  from  Harvard  and  hopes 
to  establish  a  firm  chronology  for 
Hasmonean  coins;  John  H.  Oakley, 
Rutgers  University,  a  Ph.I).  candidate 
at  Rutgers,  from  which  he  holds  B.A. 
and  M.A.  degrees,  who  attended  the 
American  School  of  Classical  Studies  in 
Athens;  Lawrence  G.  Potter,  Columbia 
University,  who  has  a  M.A.  from  the 
University  of  London  and  is  a  third-year 
PhD.  candidate  specializing  in  the 
Timurid  period  (15th  century). 

Also,  Geraldine  Ramer,  Tufts  Univer¬ 
sity.  a  second-year  M.A.  candidate  with 
a  B.A.  from  Middlebury  College  who 
proposes  to  study  the  coinage  of  Taren- 
tum;  Nancy  R.  Shatzman,  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity,  who  reads  Japanese  and  Chi¬ 
nese,  has  held  a  Fulbright  Fellowship 
and  is  a  Junior  Fellow  of  Harvard’s 
Society  of  Fellows;  Francis  V.  Stern, 
University  of  Oregon,  who  has  a  Ph.D. 
from  Brown,  now  teaches  art  history  at 
the  University  of  Oregon,  and  proposes 
to  work  on  coinage  of  Heraclea  Lucan- 
iae;  and  Paolo  Visona,  LJniversity  of  Cal¬ 
ifornia  at  Santa  Barbara,  who  holds  a 
degree  in  Greek  numismatics  from  the 
University  of  Padua,  has  studied  at  the 
University  of  California.  Berkeley,  is 
now  at  Santa  Barbara,  and  has  worked 
extensively  in  Italian  collections. 

Teaching  Staff 

In  addition  to  members  of  the  Socie¬ 
ty's  professional  staff,  visiting  lecturers 
have  been  invited  to  participate  in  the 
seminar,  including  Richard  Brilliant, 
Professor  of  Art  History  and  Archaeolo¬ 
gy,  Columbia  University;  Fred  S.  Klein¬ 
er.  Assistant  Professor  of  Art  History, 
Boston  University;  Eric  P.  Newman,  St. 
Louis,  Missouri;  Elizabeth  J.  Rock, 
Professor  of  Chemistry,  Wellesley  Col¬ 
lege,  Alan  M.  Stahl,  New’  York,  NY;  and 
Margaret  Thompson,  Chief  Curator 
Emeritus  of  the  ANS. 

This  year’s  Visiting  Scholar  will  be 
Kolbjorn  Skaare  of  Oslo,  Norway.  Mr. 
Skaare  holds  a  Ph.D.  from  the  LJniversi- 
ty  of  Oslo.  He  has  been  affiliated  with 
the  University’s  coin  cabinet  since  1954 
and  has  been  its  Chief  Curator  since 
1966.  Mr.  Skaare  is  recognized  as  the 
foremost  authority  on  the  coinage  of  Vi¬ 
king  Norway,  although  his  bibliography 
of  over  100  items  also  includes  articles 
on  Greek  and  Roman  coinage,  medals, 
and  heraldry  He  has  lectured  through 
out  Europe,  and  reiently  visited  Au¬ 
gusta  Maine  to  authenticate  the  first

The  Graduate  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  for  1979/80  has  been  awarded  to 
Nancy  J.  Moore  and  Robert  S.  Wicks. 
The  Fellowship,  w’hich  carries  a  stipend 
of  $3,500,  wrill  be  shared  equally  by  the 
two.  William  Metcalf,  Chief  Curator 
of  the  Society  and  chairman  of  the 
committee  which  evaluated  the  applica¬ 
tions,  remarked,  “Comparing  students 
from  diverse  backgrounds  with  impec¬ 
cable  credentials  is  nearly  impossible, 
and  the  committee  recognized  this  in 
splitting  the  award  for  the  first  time.’’ 
He  expressed  regret  that  the  Society’s 
budget  cannot  accommodate  simultane¬ 
ous  holding  of  the  full  Fellowship. 

The  Fellowship  is  awarded  annually 
to  a  student  w’ho  has  completed  a 
summer  at  the  ANS  Graduate  Seminar, 
now  in  its  twenty-seventh  year;  who  has 
completed  general  examinations  foi  the 
doctorate,  and  whose  dissertation  will 
make  substantial  use  of  numismatic 
evidence. 

Both  of  this  year’s  recipients  plan  to 
write  dissertations  which  are  exclusively 
numismatic.  Miss  Moore,  a  student  at 
Princeton  LJniversity  who  is  presently  in 
residence  at  the  American  School  of 
Classical  Studies  in  Athens,  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Maryland,  Col 
lege  Park,  in  1973.  She  attended  the 
Society’s  1977  Seminar,  where  she

began  work  on  the  coinage  of  Alexander 
the  Great  from  the  mint  of  Amphipolis.

Her 
work  will  take  into  consideration  new 
view’s  on  the  coinage  of  Philip  recently 
put  forward  by  Georges  Le  Rider  of  the 
Bibliotheque  Nationale,  Paris. 

Mr.  Wicks  holds  a  B.A.  from  the 
LJniversity  of  Washington  and  is  a 
student  at  Cornell  University.  He  also 
was  a  student  at  the  1977  Seminar, 
where  he  continued  work  already  begun 
on  the  coinage  of  South  Asia.  An  article 
derived  from  his  summer’s  work  has 
been  accepted  for  publication  by  the 
Society  in  ANSMN  25.  Mr.  Wicks' 
dissertation  is  tentatively  entitled, 
“Coins  and  Chronologies:  A  History  of 
Native  Southeast  Asian  Coinage  from 
the  Fifth  to  the  Nineteenth  Century.' 
His  strong  linguistic  background  (which 
includes  Thai  and  Chinese  in  addition  to 
several  western  European  languages) 
will  help  him  chart  a  numismatic  field 
which  has  been  virtually  unexplored. 

Both  students  have  alread\  gathered 
material  from  abroad,  and  both  plan  to 
spend  considerable  time  in  New  5  ork 
making  use  of  the  Society's  extensive 
holdings  in  their  respective  fields  1  he 
museum  s  collection  of  Hellenistic  coins 
has  long  been  recognized  as  the  world  s 
best;  its  strength  in  Southeast  Asian 
coinage  is  less  well  known.

he  has  written  extensively  on  hoards 
and  finds  of  the  imperial  period  and  on 
the  attribution  and  chronology  of 
Rome’s  eastern  provincial  issues.  Aided 
by  a  Museum  Professional  Fellowship 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts,  he  spent  several  weeks  in  Europe 
in  the  spring  of  1978  gathering  material 
for  a  comprehensive  treatment  of  the 
complicated  eastern  silver  coinage  of 
the  Flavian  emperors.  Preliminary  re¬ 
sults  of  his  work  on  that  material  will  be 
presented  at  the  International  Numis¬ 
matic  Congress  in  September,  where 
Mr.  Metcalf  is  listed  as  one  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  speakers.  In  the  fall  of  1978  Mr. 
Metcalf  was  named  Adjunct  Associate 
Professor  in  Columbia  University’s 
Department  of  Art  History  and  Archae¬ 
ology,  where  he  taught  a  seminar  on 
Roman  coinage. 

His  principal  preoccupations  at  the 
moment  include  the  publication  of  ovei 
2,300  coins  recovered  by  the  University 
of  Michigan’s  excavations  at  Carthage, 
and  co-directorship  with  Michael  Bates 
of  the  Society’s  proposed  new  exhibi¬ 
tion,  “The  World  of  Money.’’ 

Mr.  Metcalf  resides  in  Washington 
Heights  in  uptown  Manhattan,  within 
walking  distance  of  the  museum.  He 
and  his  wife,  Margaret  M.  Finn,  expect 
their  first  child  in  May. 


MEMBER’S  MEDAL  BARGAIN 
TO  ORIGINAL  SUBSCRIBERS 

Society  members  who  responded  to 
the  original  Member’s  Medal  Subscrip¬ 
tion  offer  in  1976  have  much  to  be  proud 
of.  Not  only  did  their  interest  and 
support  make  possible  the  issuance  of  a 
new  member’s  medal  but  they  also  got 
in  on  a  real  bargain. 

The  medals,  originally  offered  at  $15 
for  the  bronze  and  $60  for  the  silver  are 
today  priced  at  $35  and  $130  respective¬ 
ly,  a  reflection  of  increased  labor  and 
metal  costs  as  well  as  the  cost  of  striking 
small  additional  quantities.

PLEDGING  TOWARD 
BENEFACTOR 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January  the 
Society’s  Constitution  was  amended  to 
increase  fourfold  the  level  of  giving 
required  for  designation  as  a  Benefactor 
or  Patron  of  the  Society.  These  in¬ 
creases  are  a  reflection  of  inflation  as 
well  as  the  rapidly  increasing  value  of 
numismatic  objects  and  it  is  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  that  further  increases  will  be 
warranted  in  the  future,  perhaps  at 
more  frequent  intervals. 

The  Society’s  Council  recognizes, 
however,  that  there  are  members  of  the 
Society  who  aspire  to  designation  as  a 
Benefactor  or  Patron  as  the  result  of  a 
long-term  giving  program.  To  facilitate 
such  personal  objectives  the  Society’s 
Executive  Committee  has  designed  a 
pledging  agreement  available  to  all 
members  and  friends. 

The  Pledging  Agreement 

An  individual  who  so  desires  may 
present  the  Society  with  a  written 
pledge  for  the  amount  necessary, 
together  with  the  value  of  gifts  already 
contributed  by  the  donor,  to  aggregate 
the  current  level  for  Benefactor  or 
Patron.  The  Council  requires  also  that  a 
schedule  be  agreed  to  providing  for 
redemption  of  a  least  5  percent  of  the 
original  pledge  per  year  and  that  the 
pledge  be  unrestricted  in  nature  unless 
otherwise  agreed  to  in  advance  by  the 
Society's  Council. 

In  return,  the  Society  will  agree  to 
name  the  pledging  donor  as  a  Benefac¬ 
tor  or  Patron  of  the  Society,  as  appropri¬ 
ate,  upon  the  full  and  complete  redemp¬ 
tion  of  the  pledge. 

The  current  level  for  Benefactor  is 
$100,000;  that  for  Patron  is  $10,000.  The 
names  of  Benefactors  of  the  Society  are 
inscribed  on  marble  tablets  in  the  en¬ 
trance  foyer  of  the  Society’s  museum.

MARGO  RUSSELL  ON 
SOCIETY  COUNCIL 

Margo  Russell,  Editor  of  Coin  World 
newspaper,  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Society’s  governing  Council.  An¬ 
nouncement  of  her  election  was  made 
by  Society  President  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr. 
at  the  Spring  Members’  Meeting  on 
April  7.  Mrs.  Russell  succeeds  Mrs.  R. 
Henry  Norweb  who  resigned  from  the 
Council  last  fall  after  serving  for  ten 
years. 

Mrs.  Russell,  a  member  of  the  ANS 
since  1961,  and  a  Fellow  since  1974,  is  a 
career  journalist  who  has  been  associ¬ 
ated  with  Coin  Wond  since  its  inception 
in  1960.  In  December  1966  she  was 
appointed  Editor  of  this,  the  largest 
numismatic,  and  hobby,  publication  in 
the  world.  The  appointment,  Publisher 
J.  Oliver  Amos  noted,  confirmed  “in 
fact  what  has  been  done  in  performance 
for  a  long  time.’’ 

Mrs.  Russell,  in  private  life  the  wife 
of  Marion  Russell  and  mother  of  two 
grown  daughters,  was  named  to  the 
1964  Assay  Commission  by  President 
Johnson  and  in  1975  received  the  Farran 
Zerbe  Award,  the  highest  honor  accord¬ 
ed  by  the  national  collectors’  organiza¬ 
tion,  the  American  Numismatic  Associ¬ 
ation,  in  recognition  of  her  distinguish¬ 
ed  career  in  service  to  numismatics. 

In  January  1975  her  managerial 
responsibilities  were  increased  with 
appointment  to  the  Management  Plan¬ 
ning  Group  of  Amos  Press,  Inc.,  which 
owns  Coin  World. 

President  Bass,  in  welcoming  Mrs. 
Russell,  spoke  for  the  entire  Society  in 
saying,  “Your  joining  us,  with  your 
knowledge  and  experience  coupled  with 
your  challenging  and  ebullient  spirit, 
augurs  well  for  the  Society’s  future.  " 
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WHEATON  J.  LANK  RETIRES, 
NOW  HONORARY  COUNCILLOR 

Wheaton  J.  Lane,  a  member  of  the 
Society  s  Council  since  1954,  has  re¬ 
signed  his  position  since  he  is  no  longer 
able  to  travel  to  New  York  and  partici¬ 
pate  actively  in  Society  affairs.  His 
decision  was  reported  to  the  Council  by 
Society  President  Harry  Bass,  Jr. 

In  reviewing  Mr.  Lane's  long  and 
distinguished  career  on  the  Council, 
Mr.  Bass  noted  that  Mr.  Lane,  an  eco¬ 
nomic  historian  with  a  doctorate  from 
Princeton  University,  joined  the  Society 
in  1950  and  was  elected  a  Fellow  in 
1954.  the  same  year  that  he  came  on  the 
Council.  He  was  appointed  a  member  of 
the  Finance  Committee  in  1956,  a 
position  which  he  held  continuously 
until  January’  1979.  During  the  period 
1955-1964,  he  served  as  the  Third  Vice- 
President  of  the  Society.  Additionally, 
Mr.  Lane  was  the  moving  force  behind 
the  project  to  record  the  history  of  the 
ANS  during  its  first  100  years  and 
served  as  the  general  supervisory  editor 
for  the  resultant  volume,  The  American 
Numismatic  Society;  1858-1958,  author¬ 
ed  by  Howard  L.  Adelson. 

In  recognition  of  these  past  services 
to  the  Society  and  in  anticipation  of  the 
solicitation  of  his  advice  in  the  future, 
Wheaton  J.  Lane  was  elected  an  Hono 
rary  Councillor  for  Life  of  the  Society  at 
the  Spring  Meeting  held  on  Saturday, 
April  7. 

Mr.  Lane  resides  in  Princeton,  New 
Jersey.  He  is  a  member  of  various 
historical  societies  and  continues  his 
interest  in  United  States  coinage. 
Among  his  published  works  are  From 
Indian  Trail  to  Iron  Horse  (1939),  the 
biography.  Commodore  Vanderhuilt 
(1942),  and  Pictorial  History  of  Prince¬ 
ton  (1948).

BRADY  RECEIVES 
NEA  TRAVEL  GRANT 

Jeremiah  Brady,  the  Society  s  Asso<  i 
ate  Curator  of  Mediaeval  Coins,  has 
been  awarded  a  $3,440  Fellowship  from 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
Ihe  grant,  awarded  on  a  competitive 
basis  to  museum  professionals  of  excep 
tional  talent,  will  enable  Mr.  Brady  to 
visit  a  number  of  British  numismatic 
collections  during  September  and  Oc¬ 
tober. 

The  purpose  of  the  Fellowship  is  to 
enable  Mr.  Brady  to  study  the  coinage 
of  Charles  1  (1625-49)  in  British  collet 
tions  and  to  work  in  related  archives. 
Mr.  Brady’s  research  on  this,  the  most 
extensive  and  complicated  coinage  in 
the  British  series,  will  deal  not  only  with 
the  specifically  numismatic  problems  of 
dating,  die-sequence  and  volume  of 
coinage,  but  also  with  the  intricacies  of 
administration  and  personnel  in  the 
regular  and  emergency  mints.  The  book 
which  is  expected  to  result  from  this 
study  will  include  a  complete  listing  of 
Charles’s  types  fully  illustrated  from 
British  collections  as  well  as  our  own 
and  is  intended  as  a  basic  reference  for 
the  historian  and  numismatist  alike. 

Archival  research  by  Mr.  Brady  will 
be  done  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  the 
British  Library  and  the  Royal  Library  at 
Windsor.  Coins  will  be  inventoried  and 
recorded  in  the  cabinets  of  London, 
Edinburgh,  Oxford  and  Cambridge  and 
in  the  smaller  collections  throughout 
Britain. 

The  genesis  for  this  research  project 
was  the  gift  to  the  Society  of  the  extra¬ 
ordinary  Norweb  Collection  of  the 
coinage  of  Charles  I. 

Mr.  Brady  joined  the  Society  in  1970 
as  Assistant  Curator  of  Mediaeval  Coins 
with  the  added  responsibility  for  the 
Society's  medals  cabinet.  He  holds  a 
Ph  D.  from  Harvard  University  where 
he  also  did  his  undergraduate  work:  his 
master’s  was  taken  at  Cambridge  Uni 
versity.  During  his  tenure  at  the  Society 
Mr.  Brady  has  published  in  both  the 
mediaeval  and  medals  fields  and  au 
thored  the  Sylloge  of  Coins  of  the  British 
Isles — American  Collections  for  publi 
cation  by  the  British  Academy  His 
exhibition  credits  include  "Coinage  of 
the  Americas,  a  major  shoy\  mounted 
at  the  Society  during  the  period  1973  76 
He  also  prepared  "George  Washington 
in  Medallic  Art,  one  of  the  initial
